1, Mr. John Langford, Deputy Representative, Middle Bast, 
International Civil Aviation Organisation, of Cairo, has been 
visiting Jeddah at the request of His Royal Highness the 
Minister for Defence and Aviation, in order to give advice 

with respect to the requirements for air navigational facilities 
and services to meet the needs of civil aviation within Saudi 
Arabia, 

2, If it is decided to provide such air navigational facilities 
and services in Saudi Arabia, telephone and telegraphic services 
will be required in order to desseminate and distribute weather 
reports, etc. ,from the selected Saudi Arabian weather stations, 
etCe, to the forccasting centres at Jeddah and Dhahran and also 
| to adjacent states. 

3, It is considered that considerable savings in capital 
expenditure could probably be effected if such communications 
requirements as these were co-ordinated with the communications 
networks being provided for civilian purposes. 


4, An arrangement commonly used in other countries is for the 
civilian telecommunications organisation to provide "" leased 
direct cireuits "" for such requirements; i.e, the organisation 
requiring communications circuits leases them from the civilian 
telecommunications organisation at an annual rental based on 
provision and maintenance of the circuits, and has tie exclusive 
use of such circuits. 

5, An arrangement of this nature would evoid the costly expedient 
of providing parzallel and duplicate telecommunications fecilities 
turougheout the country, and the resultant dissipation of tie 
limited technical staffs at present available in Saudi Arabia. 


6, 1 would therefore respectfully suggest, Your Royal iiighness, 
that a conference of all organisations requiring such direct 

point to point communie¢ations sould be held, to determine
